The New Constitution and the Railroads. 

Is it possiiilt*. after all, that the traitir 
rape nianilesteil l»v the ronstitiition huihl- 
era HKiiinst the wickeil railroails was on- 
ly asMimeil, that in faet their wil.l anti- 
I'orporation war-whoop was hnt •‘sonml 
an<i fury hiktnifyinn nothing l.et us 
nee about this. 

rrobalily the most jirievoua hurilen 
imposed upon tiie citi/.‘-n i>y the mres- 
Hities of government is the annu.tl, inex- 
orable impost of taxes. At this sore spot 
ineijuality or injustioe is soonest and 
most k<*enly felt by that patient beast of 
iinrden, tiie tax-payer. Tlie convention, 
with a loud tlourish of trumpets, set to 
work to make both injustice and ine- 
tjuality forevermore impos.sible In the 
first place, (.'*ec. 17r. they exempted 
from taxation, as does tlie prese-nt stat- 
ute, churches, eleemoseiiary institu- 
tions, iXc., and “not more in value of 
personal property tlian By this 

last clause, under a conservative esti- 
mate, ninety ndllions of houseliuid prop- 
erty in the ."tate, now untaxed, would 
at once be placed on the tax-list. But 
property heretofore has only l>eeii as- 
sessed 70 per cent, of its value. .'^ec. 17“- 
({oes to the root of this abuse. “Au. 
proj>erty not exempt from taxation by 
this I onstitution sn.vu. be assessed for 
taxation at its fair cash value estimated 
atwhatitwouM briinr at voi.isT.\Kt 
sale.” And then follows a provision 
forfeiting; the assessor's ollice if he f.tils 
to value and assess all property. This 
sets the tax plow-share a little iliK’k'iny, 
but if it at'plies eiiually and impartiallv 
to everybody and to all property there is 
little room for complaint. But doe-* it . 

It was obje*'te*l time au*l ayain during 
the diwussiou, by such delegates as .la- 
cobs, Itellaven, Burnain— by the wisest 
and most conservative— that all this 
matter was purely leui.slative, proper to 
he dealt with only hy the people in their 
tieneral Assemblvs as *s’*'asion reijuire*!, 
aD>l entirely out of place in tlie organic 
law who.se sole i-rovince is to tix tlie 
treat lain! marks ot liherty ami of (jood 
tovernment. Why not leave all this to 
the people to whom It lielonj;s'.‘ ‘‘l’>e 
«ause,” responded the all-virtuoua ma- 
jority, "we ilistrust the letislature, i that 
i«, the people) we .listrust its capacity to 
ac-t sensibly ami we distrust even more 
its honesty. It is Isrutlit up by corpor- 
ations ami takes free passes from rail- 
roa«ls.” Is this a niisrepreaeutation of 
the temper of the convention ‘ Bead 
the following collmpiv from tlie otlicial 
re«or*l of Marcli •J7th, pa«e :>7: 

Mr. .Mackev— "Why should not the 
entire matter l»e left to the lexislature 

Mr. Bennett youm;— "I *lo not Irelieve 
iiiu*-ti in leaislatures." 

.Mr. M.— "Wouhl it not be well for tlie 
convention to ab<ilish the le»;islature 

Mr Y.— “If 1 ha«I it in my jwwer, so 
far as proper, I wouM make an etiort in 
that direction.” 

.Mr. .M.— "The tendency of the conven- 
tion seems in that direction. ’ 

Mr. Y.— “We haveicone pretty far. 

So it was, this feelim; prevailed. Thro’ 
fear the leuislaturea wouhl Ire corrupted 
by the railroads mid fur >iu «thti nanoii, 
the Chapter of Keveiiue and Taxation 
waseuicraftetl in the constitution. Ninety 
millions more of the people’s liunsehold 
goo<ls are subjected to tax, and all prop- 
erty is to l)e taxed at its Kfi.i. value. 
Bather hard this, hut lair as it applies 
e.)ually to all, one would say. But rea.l 
on to the end of the chapter. The very 
last provision, -Sec. 1st), declares tliis:

Kvery man ami lieast auil thing in the 
Commonwealth is taxed to the highest 
notch hv the unchangeable, iron rule of 
the constitution, (/«• luitiomh, 

and these are left to lie assesse*! high or 
low, or not to l>e assesseil at all as the 
case may l>e, by tbese same venal, cor- 
poration-ridden legislatures of wliicli 
they were BO sorely afrai-1. Oue wijuld 
liave supposed that the opposite course 
woul.l liave l>een pursued, that the in 
llexible law* ol the constitution woul.l 
have la*eu provi.le*! for the corporation, 
while the saving grace of the legislature 
wouhl have lieeu ottered to the masses, 
hnt oue can no more tell, it seems, wbat 
a virtuou.s delegate is going to do than 
what toex|>e«‘t from a .ieliosheil legisla- 
tor .MasI — it must lie confessed— evjn 

this wise autl truly good body of men, 
wiser and better than all past legisla- 
tures, better au.l wiser than any future 
legislature, even the iiuiiiaculate cousti- 
tuttonal convention of ''*1, had its 
breeches’ po* kets tilled with free K. K. 
passes, and used them w ith great satis- 
faction for the weekly free trips home 
and tlie nightly free irijis to the llesh- 
pots of Louisville, tireat lleviugs: Ca.v 
it be that this bad aught to .lo witli the 
adoption o l ."^c.

The Courier .louriial of last '“atur.iay 
furnished its friends with a gnat sur- 
prise an-i a great humiliation.
